During  1966,  36  visits  were  made  in  the  community,  and  they  are  classi- 
fied as  follows: 

Administration  and  Promotion    4  Health  Supervision  26 

Crippled  Children's  Services        4  School  2 

Seven  children  attended  the  Crippled  Children's  Clinics,  and  one  child 
attended  the  Pediatric  Cardiology  Clinic. 

Fourteen  children  received  physical  examinations,  and  sixty-four  immun- 
izations were  administered  at  clinics. 

Twenty-one  children  were  tested  in  the  Heaf  program  for  the  detection 
of  tuberculosis. 

Several  children  attended  the  Immunization  Clinics  held  in  Groveton  in 
the  Spring. 

There  is  a  crucial  need  at  this  time,  for  communities  to  develop  an  over- 
all plan  that  will  insure  continuity  of  nursing  service  from  the  hospital  to  the 
home,  or  from  the  home  to  the  hospital. 

Nursing  is  one  of  the  essential  services  in  any  community  health  plan 
or  program. 

The  citizens  in  any  community  or  area,  have  a  direct  responsibility, 
therefore,  to  make  sure  that  needed  continued  nursing  care  is  provided  for 
men,  women  and  children  as  they  move  to  any  place  where  care  may  be 
given. 

Each  community  needs  to  develop  or  improve  a  community  centered  or 
area  centered  plan,  which  will  enable  its  citizens  to  have  better  and  more 
complete  nursing  care  available  to  them  and  their  families  when  needed. 

How  many  of  your  citizens  who  should  be  receiving  benefits  from  the 
Medicare  Program  are  unable  to  do  so  because  you  do  not  have  a  commun- 
ity centered  or  area  centered  plan  to  meet  their  needs? 

Now  is  the  time  for  action  by  all  citizens  of  your  community. 

It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  serve  the  Citizens  of  Stark,  and  I  extend 
my  gratitude  to  them  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  be  privileged  to  give  the  TovvTiship  of  Stark  our 
annual  school  report. 

We  continually  read  in  education  about  the  nevi^  forms,  new  philosophies, 
nevi^  course  content,  new  methods  and  techniques,  but  when  one  reads  be- 
tween the  lines  it  is  very  evident  that  the  small  group  instruction,  individual 
study,  etc.  is  basically  the  same  thing  that  we  have  been  doing  and  are  con- 
tinuing to  do  in  the  smaller  school  systems.  We  have  a  mulit-classroom  ap- 
proach. It  seems  in  education  we  go  in  cycles.  In  our  estimation,  it  is  pretty 
hard  to  improve  on  the  basic  three  R's  and  the  getting  to  know  your  student 
routine  that  is  so  very  evident  in  our  smaller  school  systems  and  a  typical 
example  being  our  educational  program  in  Stark. 

In  comparing  the  results  of  our  students  who  have  left  Stark  to  go  to 
Groveton,  we  are  extremely  pleased  with  the  results  and  adjustments  that 
have  been  made  in  most  all  cases.  When  you  have  the  experienced  per- 
sonnel that  we  are  blessed  with  in  Stark,  you  are  bound  to  get  the  desired 
results.  No  one  knows  better  than  you  the  fine  job  that  both  Mrs.  Jones 
and  Mrs.  Martin  have  done  and  are  doing.  They  are  constantly  improving 
their  educational  background  by  taking  professional  courses,  attending  Work- 
shops, and  keeping  abreast  of  the  latest  trends  in  education.  The  latest 
teachers'  courses  taken  were  in  the  field  of  Art  and  Science. 

The  Board  has  seen  fit  to  keep  pace  with  this  by  providing  adequate 
and  needed  educational  and  audio-visual  media.  With  the  addition  of  our 
16  millimeter  projection  machine  and  screen  our  students  are  able  and  privi- 
leged to  view  many  films  that  show  the  student  body  things  that  they  would 
never  have  the  opportunity  to  see  at  first  hand.  We,  also,  have  been  for- 
tunate in  having  several  field  trips  provided  for  our  student  body.  This 
coupled  with  our  TV  programs  that  are  channeled  to  us  from  Vermont  and 
New  Hampshire  have  not  only  supplemented  but  enriched  our  educational 
program.  With  the  acquisition  of  a  used  but  excellent  TV  set  for  Mrs.  Jones' 
room  this  has  made  the  TV  media  available  to  the  primary  class  as  well  as 
the  intermediate  class.  Daily  programs  are  showTi  in  Art,  Music,  History 
and  Science. 

The  annual  State  Spelling  Bee  School  Contest's  champion  was  Miss 
Katherine  E.  D'Anjou.  She  will  be  eligible  to  compete  in  the  County  Con- 
test in  BerHn. 

Our  annual  Prize  Speaking  Contest,  Grades  4,  5,  and  6,  had  an  excellent 
showing  and  was  extremely  well  attended. 

The  trip  to  the  Historical  Society  in  Concord  was  a  very  wonderful  ex- 
perience for  the  Sixth  Grade. 

This  fall  the  boys  at  Stark  School  were  able  to  participate  in  a  soccer 
program  under  the  tutelage  of  Mr.  Nugent  at  Groveton  High  School. 

We  held  our  annual  Open  House  during  November  and  the  parents 
were  able  to  see  at  first  hand  the  various  projects  and  work  that  has  been 
going  on  during  the  fall  months. 
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Through  the  Arise  program  under  Title  III  government  program  the 
Stark  students  were  able  to  see  the  dances  from  two  worlds,  probably  one 
of  the  best  dance  interpretations  that  anyone  can  see  regardless  where  they 
go,  New  York  City,  Chicago,  etc.  The  students  were  bussed  to  Groveton 
to  attend  this  performance.  They,  also,  in  an  earlier  program  saw  the 
sculptor  work  put  on  by  the  Jefferson  Studio.  This  was  done  right  in  our 
own  school.  At  a  later  date,  we  had  the  silk  screen  artist  demonstrate  his 
techniques  in  the  upper  grades.  We,  also,  were  very  fortunate  to  have  the 
Ifye  students  from  the  International  Farm  Youth  Exchange  Student  Program 
from  Brazil  and  Ceylon. 

We  continued  this  year  with  our  regular  Health  program  giving  shots, 
and  the  Dental  Clinic.     All  necessary  work  was  done. 

Those  who  have  been  in  to  visit  the  school  have  noticed  the  floors 
and  how  beautiful  they  look.  They  have  all  been  completely  sanded,  sealed 
and  waxed.  This  makes  the  room  much  lighter  and  a  much  nicer  place  in 
which  to  work.  The  cafeteria  area  had  new  wallboard  and  paneling  put 
on  some  of  the  walls.  We  are  continuing  with  our  covering  of  the  old  desks 
with  formica.  This  Mr.  Steams  feels  he  will  complete  by  June  of  this  year. 
All  in  all,  we  feel  we  have  had  a  very  successful  year  and  are  looking  for- 
ward to  continuing  improvement. 

Again,  may  we  thank  the  people  of  Stark  for  their  cooperation  and  as- 
sistance during  the  calendar  year  and  as  usual  we  urge  you  to  come  in  and 
say,  "Hello"  for  this  is  your  school  and  we  want  you  to  be  as  proud  of  it  as
